1. The Elben Shipyard, ROSSLAU i — 
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The ”wlng boats” (translated literalTy^^^roin^^ha^repXafro6iaaa~T 
of light-alloy metal built at the Elben Shipyard in Rosslau 
near DESSAU which have been described as the fastest boats in 
this class in the world have not lived up to the expectations. 

The trial runs were made with boats without armament. Later 
it appeared that the boats are too light to carry equipment 
such as radio, a heavy machinegune, etc. The "wing boats" 
were supposed to have been used by the coast guard. 

The ROSSLAU Shipyard's construction department has been ordered 
to start making new designs. 


2. Volkswerft, STRAPS UND
